I beg  leave  to  present  to  you,  for  your  informa- 
tion, the  Annual  Report  of  the  late  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  (Dr.  A.  M.  Watts)  for  the  year  1942,  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  United  District. 
The  Report  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  Circu- 
lar 2604  of  the  ICinistry  of  Health,  dated  24th  March, 
1943,  which  states  that  it  should  be  prepared  on  the 
lines  indicated  in  Circulars  2314  and  2067,  dated  26th 
March,  1941,  and  19th  July,  1940,  respectively. 

These  Circulars  also  state  that  the  Report  should 
be  confined  to  essential  and  urgent  matters  v/hich  have 
affected  the  public  health  during  the  year,  especially 
any  matters  arising  from  or  connected  with  the  War. 

Giving  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Watts  in  early  January, 
1943,  it  was  not  possible  for  him  to  finish  the  report 
vi^ith  the  up-to-date  statistical  information  which  had 
to  be  included.  This  work  has  now  been  completed  on 
receipt  of  the  essential  particulars  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Registrar-General.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  has  been  no  important  change  in  the  Labora- 
tory facilities;  nearly  all  bacteriological  work  con- 
nected with  the  United  District  is  carried  out  at  the 
County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Maidstone,  free  of 
charge. 


Ambulance  Facilities.

There  were  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  in  force 
in  the  United  District  during  the  year  1942, 

(b)  Non-Inf ectious  Cases. 

In  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  an  ambulance  service 
is  provided  by  a Division  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Bri- 
gade, the  Urban  District  Council  malting  an  annual  grant 
tov/ards  the  fund. 

In  November,  1942,  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s 
Urban  District  Council  took  over,  for  the  period  of  the 
war,  the  t¥/o  Broadstairs  Home  Ambulances  of  the  British 
Red  Gross  Society,  owing  to  the  fact  that  all  the  members 
of  the  local  Volunteer  Detachment  of  the  Society  are 
either  on  active  service  in  H.  M.  Forces  or  engaged  on 
war  work  away  from  the  District.  These  ambulances,  when 
required,  are  manned  by  personnel  of  the  Civil  Defence 
Casualty  Services. 

In  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  the  ambulance  of 
the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital  is  used  for  non-inf ec- 
tious  cases;  there  is  also  an  ambulance  at  the  Ghislet 
Colliery  for  the  use  of  the  workmen  there;  and  the 
motor  ambulances  of  the  St,  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  Herne 
Bay  Division,  are  available.  As  regards  co-ordination, 
there  is  an  arrangement  whereby  the  motor  ambulance  be- 
longing to  the  Canterbury  Centre  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Association  is  available  for  the  use  of  all  the  villages 
surrounding  Canterbury,  or  further  afield  if  necessary.

Isolation  Hospitals • 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  in  the  Herne 
Bay  and  'lililiit stable  Urban  Districts  are  isolated  and 
treated  in  the  Herne  Bay  and  l&hitstable  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Since  the  end  of  June,  1940,  patients  from  the 
Boroughs  of ^Margate  and  Ramsgate,  and  from  the  Broad- 
stairs  and  ut • Peter  s Urban  District  have  been  admitted 
to  this  Hospital,  owing  to  the  Isle  of  Thanot  Joint  Iso- 
lation Hospital  being  closed  at  that  time. 

Infectious  cases  in  the  Bridge-Blean  Piural  District 
are  removed  either  to  the  Canterbury  City  Isolation  Hos- 
pital or  to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstablo  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital. 
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Smallpox  Hospitals. 

Arrangements  were  made  in  the  year  1935  whereby  the 
Dover  Town  Council  agreed  to  admit  cases  of  Smallpox 
occurring  in  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  for  isolation 
and  treatment  in  the  Smallpox  Hospital  of  the  Borough 
of  Dover,  v/hich  is  situated  at  Poult  on  in  the  Dover 
Rural  District.  This  arrangement  also  applied  to  any 
cases  v/hich  might  occur  in  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  Dist- 
rict. 


During  the  year  1942  it  was  necessary  to  review  the 
Hospital  facilities  available  for  the  disposal  and  treat- 
ment of  cases  of  Smallpox  In  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's 
Urban  District,  since  the  accommodation  ordinarily  used 
for  this  disease  at  Haine  Hospital  was  not  available.  As 
a result  of  a review  undertaken  by  the  County  Council  in- 
to accormnodation  for  Smallpox  cases  in  all  County  Districts, 
provisional  arrangements  v/ere-made  for  such  cases  to  be 
adm.itted  to  beds  allocated  for  the  purpose  at  two  inland 
Hospitals.  In  the  event,  therefore,  of  a case  of  Smallpox 
having  been  notified,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  v/ould 
have  arranged  for  admission  to  one  or  other  of  these  Hos- 
pitals through  the  County  Medical  Officer.

Tuberculosis. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Preven- 
tion of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  in  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Herne  Bay  and  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's. 

In  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  action  under  these 
Regulations  was  taken  in  December!  a man  employed  on  a 
fam  as  a covwnan,  who,  in  the  course  of  his  duties  actu- 
ally milked  cows,  was  notified  ^y  the  Tuberculosis  Officer 
as  a case  of  active  tuberculosis,  tubercle  bacilli  having 
been  found  in  his  sputum.  These  facts  were  reported  to 
the  Public  Health  Committee  by  the  Acting  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  suitable  action  was  taken!  the  man  left 
the  farm  on  the  15th  January,  1943.

The  quality  and  quantity  of  the  public  water  supply  is 
excellent. 

A portion  of  the  Urban  District  is  not  provided  with 
a main  water  supply,  and  73  houses  are  served  by  wells, 
springs  and  rainwater  tanks.  Samples  taken  from  some  of 
these  supplies  gave  the  following  results  on  examination 
at  the  County  Laboratory:-

The  supplies  from  wells  and  sources  other  than  the  pub- 
lic mains  is  of  suspicious  quality  and  of  uncertain  quan- 
tity, for  in  very  dry  weather  several  wells  in  the  dist- 
rict dry  up. 

Emergency  Supplies:-  There  are  sufficient  wells,  even 

in  the  built-up  area,  although 
not  normally  in  use,  to  ensure  a daily  yield  of  four  gal- 
longs  per  head  of  the  population  per  day:  this  would  con- 
stitute an  emergency  supply  independent  of  the  town^  s 
mains. 

A supply  of  stabilized  bleach  is  available  at  fixed 
points  in  the  district  to  chlorinate  any  suspicious  water 
supply. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  change  was  made  in  the  drainage  and  sewerage 
scheme  during  the  year. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 


From  time  to  time  action  was  taken  to  secure  preven- 
tion of  discharge  of  effluent  in  a stream  from  the  Gas 
Works . 
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Closet  Accommodation. 

In  the  Urban  District  there  are  116  properties  which 
are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewer.  These  have  either 
pail  closets  or  cesspools,  but  only  one  of  them  is  in  a 
built-up  part  of  the  district  and  is  served  by  a pall 
closet;  all  the  remainder  are  in  the  rural  area  not  yet 
served  by  public  sewers. 

During  the  year  one  pail  closet  was  discontinued  and 
a water  closet  provided  with  cesspool  drainage. 


Public  Cleansing* 

Most  of  the  houses  are  supplied  with  a proper  dust 
bin,  and  the  number  supplied  by  owners  of  property  as  a 
result  of  notices  served  during  the  year  was  49. 

Owing  to  ¥7ar  time  difficulties,  collection  of  refuse 
now  takes  place  weekly  instead  of  daily  in  the  centre  of 
the  town  and  bi-weekly  in  other  areas.

Shops  and  Offices. 

During  the  year  five  shops  were  inspected  and  a fur- 
ther 43  occupiers  of  shops  were  interviewed  to  explain 
the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts.  Four  shop-keepers 
were  warned  regarding  their  being  open  after  normal  clos- 
ing hours. 

Statutory  and  Court  action  was  taken  against  one 
owner  of  a shop  in  respect  of  insufficient  sanitary  accom- 
modation: the  Court  Qirected  that  the  work  should  be  car- 

ried out  and  imposed  a fine. 
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Smoke  Abatement. 

One  laundry  occasionally  gave  rise  to  a smoke  nuisance 
during  the  year,  owing  to  faulty  stoking,  but  the  matter 
V7as  quickly  remedied  upon  notifying  the  occupier  of  the 
laundry. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  two  verminous  houses  were  dealt  with: 
these  were  disinfested  by  the  application  of  ’^Cescones.” 
Disinfestation  work  of  this  nature,  carried  out  on  behalf 
of  private  ov/ners,  is  charged  for  by  the  Council, 

Before  a tenant  occupies  a Council  House  all  furni- 
ture is  carefully  examined  at  the  former  residence.  If 
a person  comes  from  outside  the  district  to  resid.e  in 
Herne  Bay,  the  furniture,  etc,  is  examined  in  the  removal 
van  prior  to  being  taken  into  the  house. 

In  the  case  of  serious  infestation,  when  conditions 
are  suitable,  ’^Cyanide”  is  used,  and  in  such  cases  the 
work  is  perfomed  by  a contractor. 


Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 


Forty-three  complaints  concerning  rat  infestation  at 
various  properties  in  the  Urban  District  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year,  and  258  re-visits  made  in  connection 
with  these  complaints.  No  major  infestations  were  re- 
ported, but  rats  at  one  point  were  particularly  trouble- 
some . 


The  general  assistant  is  encouraged  to  take  a keen 
interest  in  rat  destruction,  and  he  offers  advice  and 
assistance  with  trapping  and  the  laying  of  poison  baits 
at  premises  about  which  complaints  of  rats  are  received. 
He  also  pays  particular  attention  to  removal  of  rat  har- 
bourage and  rat-proofing  measures  at  sheds  and  outbuild- 
ings, the  construction  of  which  renders  them  liable  to 
be  used  as  harbouring  places  for  rats. 


W asps ' Nest s , 


In  September  wasps ’ nests  were  destroyed  at  five 
premises , 
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Schools. 


The  sanitary  conditions,  water  supplies  and  milk  sup- 
plies of  the  Schools  in  the  district  were  regularly  super- 
vised during  the  year. 

Enquiries  are  made  at  the  Schools  attended  by  children 
notified  as  cases  of  infectious  diseases  the  contacts  are 
excluded  and  articles,  such  as  pens  and  pencils  used  by 
the  patients,  are  destroyed. 


SECTIOM  D.  - HOUSING. 

Routine  house  Inspection  was  discontinued  during  the 
year,  but  houses  were  inspected  upon  complaint  and  notices 
served  for  execution  of  essential  repairs.  Less  urgent 
repairs  were  noted  and  the  ovmers  informed  that  they  would 
be  required  to  carry  them  out  at  the  cessation  of  hosti- 
lities. 

Certain  houses  in  the  area  were  occupied  by  the  Mili- 
tary Authorities  during  the  year  1942:  these  were  inspec- 
ted at  intervals  and  improvements  secured  regarding  over- 
crov/ding,  cleanliness  and  defects.  Ninety-eight  inspec- 
tions were  made,  and  generally  the  premises  were  maintainec 
in  a satisfactory  condition.  The  principle  cause  of 
trouble  was  stoppage  of  drains  and  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  drainage  systems  of 
such  properties,  when  used  for  preparing  food,  should  be 
provided  with  grease  traps. 


SECTION  E.-  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk. 


During  the  year  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his 
staff  made  294  Inspections  of  cowsheds  and  dairies,  and 
17  notices  were  served  upon  cowkeepers  and  dairymen  to 
secure  improvements  of  cowsheds  and  dairies. 

One  disused  dairy  farm  was  re-constmicted,  and  milk 
production  is  again  in  progress  there.

Appropriate  action  followed  in  respect  of  the  unsatisfac- 
tory reports.  With  regard  to  the  samples  of  undesignated 
milk,  four  of  these  were  delayed  in  transit  and  so  v/ere 
invalid. 

Of  54  samples  submitted  and  examined  for  the  presence 
of  tubercle  bacilli,  51  gave  negative  results;  in  the 
case  of  the  three  positive  samples,  the  cows  at  fault 
were  traced  and  slaughtered  and  all  were  found  to  be 
tubercular. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1936-1941, -■>  Pas- 
teurization. 

During  the  year  there  v/as  one  pasteurizing  plant  in 
the  Urban  District,  ^Holder"  process,  as  laid  down  in  the 
Orders  of  1936  and  1933,  for  which  a licence  was  in  opera- 
tion. 

Twenty-one  samples  of  pasteurized  milk  were  examined 
by  the  Phosphatase  Test  and  all  gave  satisfactory  results; 
sixteen  samples  were  examined  by  the  Plate  Count  Test,  fif- 
teen proving  satisfactory. 

School  Milk. 

Six  samples  of  School  Milk  were  taken  by  the  School 
Inquiry  Officer  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion; all  gave  satisfactory  results.

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Twenty- three  notices  of  slaughter  were  received  from 
six  butchers,  and  seven  animals  were  slaughtered  at  two 
of  the  four  licensed  slaughter-houses;  eighteen  animals 
were  slaughtered  c.t  farms.  The  twenty-five  animals  were 
all  inspected  after  slaughter. 

The  only  slaughtering  in  the  Urban  District  during 
the  year  consisted  of  slaughtering  carried  out  by  small 
pig  farmers,  and  an  occasional  sheep  on  a farm. 

The  Ministry  of  Pood  Centralized  Slaughtering  Scheme 
operates  from  Canterbury  and  the  Additional  Sanitary  In- 
spector inspects  meat  at  the  slaughterhouse  in  the  City, 
by  arrangement  with  the  Canterbury  City  Council. 

During  the  year  a total  of  74  cvirts.  of  food  was  con- 
demned as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  this  consisted  of 
one  pig*  s head  and  one  chicken,  both  found  to  be  tuber- 
cular; and  tinned  foods,  eggs,  meat,  cheese  and  fish.

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  10,  Shops  Act,  1934,  which  deals  with  ventilation, 
temperature,  sanitary  conveniences,  lighting  and  washing 
facilities. 


Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  civilian  camping  sites  in  the  area  and 
no  licences  have  been  issued  under  Section  269  of  the  Pub- 
lic Health  Act,  1936. 


Smoke  Abatement. 


There  are  very  few  factories  in  the  district  of  a type 
liable  to  cause  smoke  nuisances.  No  smoke  nuisances  from 
factory  chimneys  were  obseinred  during  the  year,  but  five 
of  a minor  character  (e.g.  military  cooking  installations) 
ViTere  dealt  with. 


Swimming  Baths. 

The  seven  swimming  baths  in  the  district  are  now  used 
for  the  storage  of  water  for  fire  fighting  purposes. 


Mosquito  Nuisance  in  Static  Water  Tanics , 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2622,  issued  on  the  8th 
April,  1942,  referred  to  the  necessity  for  taking  action 
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to  provent  mosquitoes  breeding  in  static  water  tanl^s. 
Following  inspections,  representations  v/ere  made  to  the 
National  Fire  Service  in  respect  of  seven  bathing  pools 
and  five  specially  constructed  tanks,  used  for  storing 
v/ater  for  fire  fighting  purposes.  Fresh  v/ater  was  pro- 
vided in  all  cases  where  required  and  arrangements  made 
for  the  addition  of  chemical  substances  to  the  water  to 
retard  mosquito  breeding. 


Eradication  of  Bed  bugs. 

No  bug  infested  property  was  found,  nor  reported, 
during  the  year. 


Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 

Action  has  been  taken  in  this  district  over  a period 
of  many  years  (a)  to  prevent  rats  and  mice  breeding  in 
any  part  of  the  area;  (b)  to  destroy  rats  and  mice  at 
the  first  sign  of  infestation. 

Inspections  are  carried  out  regularly  in  all  parts 
of  the  area  followed  by  gassing,  trapping  and  poisoning, 
whichever  is  most  suitable  in  any  particular  case.  Rat 
poison  is  supplied  free  to  persons  who  notify  the  exist- 
ence of  rats  on  or  near  their  premises?  this  free  issue 
is  well  known  to  the  inliabitants  and  ensures  that  - 

(a)  action  is  taken  immediately  rats  are  seen, 
thus  preventing  their  unrestricted  breed- 
ing ; and  - 

(b)  the  officer  of  the  Local  Authority  dealing 
v;ith  this  matter  has  up-to-date  information 
of  the  sites  where  rats  are  known  to  exist.

Propaganda  campaigns  have  been  carried  out  annually  up 
to  the  outbreak  of  v/ar,  by  means  of  photographs,  letters. 
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circulars,  posters,  window  displays,  newspaper  articles, 
etc.  Since  that  date  the  need  for  local  propaganda  has 
been  reduced  O’wing  to  the  national  propaganda  issued 
dealing  with  rat  destruction.  The  Local  Authority  has 
co-operated  with  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  this  matter  by 
displaying  posters,  issuing -leaflets , etc.  By  arrange- 
ment v/ith  the  Ministry  of  Pood,  a "talkie”  film,  dealing 
with  rat  destruction,  was  shown  at  the  "Gymnasivim,” 
Pierremont  Park,  on  the  14th  Augusts  food  traders,  farm- 
ers and  other  interested  persons  v;ere  invited,  resulting 
in  thirty  persons  attending  this  film  show. 


SECTION  D.  - HOUSING. 

A large  number  of  houses  have  been  vacated  as  a re- 
sult of  the  voluntary  evacuation  scheme.  There  is  no 
shortage  of  houses  within  the  Urban  Dist|.>ict,  and  no  case 
of  overcrowding  was  found  during  the  year.  Ov;ing  to 
Civil  Defence  duties,  no  routine  housing  inspections  were 
made  during  1942,  but  in  all  cases  vdiere  housing  defects 
were  reported,  action  was  taken  to  have  the  defects  reme- 
died. 

Slum  Clearance  Area  No. 11,  - Camden  Road. 

In  December,  1942,  it  was  ascertained  that  a caravan 
in  the  above  Clearance  Area  v/as  being  occupied  in  contra- 
vention of  Section  155(3)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  The 
offence  was  reported  to  the  Urban  District  Council,  with 
a view  to  legal  proceedings  being  instituted,  which  were 
pending  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


SECTION  E,  - INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Registration  of  Dairies,  Dairymen  and  Retail  Milk 
Purveyors, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  six  producers  v/ere  registered 
in  respect  of  seven  premises,  in  connection  with  the  milk 
supply  of  the  District. 

Three  cowkeepers'  premises  v;ere  not  in  use  for  milk 
production  during  1942.  Tv/o  cov/keepers  were  licensed  to 
produce  ’’Accredited”  milk  and  two  to  produce  ungraded 
milk.

Action  was  taken  with  regard  to  the  unsatisfactory  samples 
of  School  Milk,  and  later  samples  obtained  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  from  the  Schools  concerned,  were  found,  on  exam- 
ination, to  be  satisfactory. 

Biological  Tests  for  Tuberculosis.

Pasteurization  Plants. 

There  are  two  pasteurization  plants  installed  in  the 
district,  but  neither  of  them  ¥/ere  in  use  during  1942, 


Meat  and  other  Poods. 


The  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  meat  supply  is  now  pro- 
cured from  the  Government  Slaughter-house  and  iiholesale 
Meat  Supply  Depot,  which  is  situated  at  Ramsgate. 

During  the  year  1942  a total  of  2 cwts.  3 qrs.  12  lbs. 
of  food  was  condeiTiiied  as  unfit  for  consumption,  and  this 
consisted  of  bacon,  eggs,  tinned  milk,  cheese,  butter,  tin- 
ned foods,  etc. 

A complaint  v;as  received  that  illness  had  been  caused 
by  the  consumption  of  the  contents  of  a tin  of  fish  paste: 
no  contents  of  the  original  tin  v/ere  left  for  examination, 
but  a similar  tin  was  submitted  to  the  Kent  County  Council 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  the  con- 
tents were  reported  to  be  sterile.

Civil  Defence  Duties. 

Training  of  Volunteer  Personnel  in  Decontamination 
of  Food  and  Clothing.  

In  view  of  the  many  difficult  problems  arising  under 
tlxe  above  headings,  close  collaboration  with  the  staff  of 
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the  Health  Department  of  the  Borough  of  Ramsgate  has  been 
maintained  to  secure  the  best  possible  results.  To  avoid 
wasted  effort  and  to  secure  maxirnmn  efficiency,  I agreed 
to  be  responsible  for  the  technical  and  practical  train- 
ing of  the  personnel  available. 

Decontamination  of  Clothing  i (Joint  Decontamination 
Scheme  - Ramsgate  and  Broads tairs)  . 

The  vie\¥  was  originally  held  that  the  facilities  pro- 
vided adjacent  to  tlie  ‘’’K"  Laundry,  Ramsgate,  were  adequate 
to  deal  with  protective  clothing,  and  that  contaminated 
clothing  of  civilians  could  be  dealt  with  there  after  the 
protective  clothing  had  been  decontaminated. 

In  IVLay,  1941,  the  Regional  Coirimissioner  decided  to 
pool  the  resources  of  Civil  Authorities  with  those  of  the 
Navy,  Army  and  Air  Force,  to  deal  with  all  contaminated 
clothing.  Three  laundries  in  Ramsgate,  (St.  Lawrence, 
County,  and  ’’K”)  were  brought  into  the  Regional  Scheme, 
and  personnel  to  deal  with  coniaminated  clothing  were 
drawn  from  the  Ramsgate  Civil  Defence  and  civilian  staff 
from  the  three  laundries.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  Manage- 
ment of  the  laundries  for  permitting  the  training  of 
their  workers  during  working  hours,  and  to  the  workers 
for  volunteering  to  undergo  training.

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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUIi/lSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


The  following  are  extracts  from  a summary  prepared 
by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  of  ¥/ork  done  during 
the  year. 


Water. 

The  Parishes,  comprising  the  Rural  District  are,  on 
the  whole,  well  supplied  v/ith  water  from  the  public  mains. 

Monthly  and  quarterly  samples  taken  from  the  three 
public  water  supplies  and  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination,  showed  these  supplies  to 
be  good  v^aters  and  quite  satisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  tv/o  sewerage  schemes  in  operation,  one  for 
the  Parish  of  Harbledown  and  one  for  the  village  of 
Hersden,  situated  in  the  Parish  of  liVestbere.  In  the  re- 
mainder of  the  District  sewage  is  disposed  of  by  means  of 
privies,  pail  closets  and  W.C's  draining  to  cesspools. 

No  extensions  were  made  during  the  year.  The  Harble- 
down beds  are  v/orking  satisfactorily  after  their  exten- 
sive alteration,  but  the  Hersden  system  is  still  extremely 
unsatisfactory,  the  sewage  entering  the  river  in  practi- 
cally a crude  state. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  undertakes  the  emptying  of  cesspools  and 
the  removal  of  the  contents  of  pails,  an  efficient  system 
of  doing  this  by  means  of  mechanical  vehicles  is  employed. 
There  were  no  extensions  of  these  services  during  the 
year. 


Salvage. 

This  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  states  that  the  amount  received  on  the 
sale  of  salvaged  material  during  the  year  was  £1,450.

No  coiTiplaintvS  were  received  during  the  year  of  bug 
infestations.  However,  when  disinfestation  is  necessary, 
the  method  used  in  the  Rural  District  is  to  spray  with 
“Zaldecide  this  work  being  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector. 


Hop-pickers*  Camps. 

Hop-pickers’  camps  were  established  at  eleven  farms 
in  the  Rural  District;  one  hundred  and  forty- three  ins- 
pections were  madeJ  various  defects  were  found  and  reme- 
died. 


SECTION  D.  - HOUSING . 

The  actual  housing  work  possible  has  been  on  a very 
small  scale  owing  to  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  mater- 
ial and  lack  of  men  to  do  the  work.  The  housing  shortage 
is  acute. 


SECTION  E.-  INSPECTION  Al'JD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk. 


In  the  year  1942  there  were  98  producers  of  milk  in 
the  Rural  District  and  83  visits  were  made  to  these  prem- 
ises, 120  defects  being  found,  92  of  which  were  remedied. 

Seventeen  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  the  31  re- 
tailers' premises,  11  defects  being  found  and  remedied. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  samples  of  milk  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  County  Council  Laboratory  for  bacteriologl- 
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cal  expjninatlon:  details  of  the  samples  submitted  and 
results  were  as  follows 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  ...  36  (27  Satisfactory) 

Accredited  Milk  ...  ...  103  (70  Satisfactory). 

Appropriate  action  follov/ed  in  the  case  of  the  unsatis- 
factory samples. 

Tv/o  scjnples  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  tuber- 
cle bacilli  and  proved  negative. 

School  Milk. 


Fifty-two  samples  of  School  Milk  were  taken  by  the 
School  Inquiry  Officer  and  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination;  of  these,  one  sample 
was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods . 

There  are  15  Slaughter-houses  in  the  Rural  District, 
but  since  the  year  1941  all  routine  slaughtering  has 
been  carried  out  in  the  City  of  Canterbury,  under  the 
Ministry  of  Food  Centralized  Slaughtei'^ing  Scheme. 

During  1942  a total  of  approximately  3 qrs.  14  lbs. 
of  food  v/as  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.

Supply  of  Serum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council 
free  of  charge  and  supplied  to  Medical  Practitioners 
for  the  use  of  the  poorer  inliabitants  of  the  district, 
in  accordance  with  the  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  (Outside 
London)  Order,  1910,  A supply  is  kept  by  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  at  his  Office. 

Diphtheria  Immunization. 


A scheiiie  for  the  immunization  of  children  against 
Diphthu2-Ja  wae  adopWd  and  put  into  1‘oroe  at  the  begin- 
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ning  of  the  year  1941;  the  follov^ing  table  gives  the

Disinfection. 

The  Rural  District  Council  does  not  possess  a steam 
disinfector,  but  all  clothing  is  sent  to  the  Herne  Bay 
Urban  District  for  disinfection,  and  during  the  year  21 
batches  of  clothing  were  dealt  with  in  this  manner. 


I^OTIFIi^BLE  DISiLASES  (CIVILIAN)  DURING  THE  YEAR  1942 
with  ANALYSIS  OF  GASES  UNDER  aGS  GROUPS. 
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Scarlet  Fever  Outbreaks  --  (S2  Cases)  . 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  notes  and  reports 
of  Dr.  A.  M.  Watts,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  the  Scar- 
let Fever  outbreaks  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year," 

In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  18  cases  were  notified 
in  thirteen  private  families  in  nine  different  Parishes i 
most  of  these  cases  were  in  connection  with  the  Sturry  Cen- 
tral School,  the  cause  being  a child  who  was  found  to  be  a 
” carrier a.fter  this  girl  v/as  re-admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  only  one  more  case  occurred  at  the  School. 

During  the  second  quarter  28  cases  were  notified  in 
tv/enty-five  private  families  in  five  Parishes;  thirteen  of 
these  patients  attended  the  Blean  Council  School;  four  were 
adults  residing  in  the  Blean  area;  one,  a boy  employed  de- 
livering newspapers  in  the  area;  and  another,  a boy  employed 
at  a butcher's  shop.  A young  woman  who  lived  at  a grocer's 
store,  and  who  was  probably  an  unrecognized  case,  was  not 
notified.  One  of  the  adults  was  a woman  living  at  a dairy, 
and  at  the  request  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a visit 
was  paid  to  the  Parish  of  Blean  on  the  30th  April  by  the 
Senior  County  Pathologist,  who  took  samples  from  the  milk 
supply  and  also  from  the  persons  employed  at  the  dairy,  with 
a view  to  deciding  whether  the  milk  was  possibly  infected, 
but  it  was  found  that  this  v/as  not  the  case.  On  the  19th 
May  the  possibility  of  the  infection  being  conveyed  through 
school  children  was  considered,  and  the  County  Pathologist 
took  swabs  from  all  the  children  in  the  Blean  School,  to  the 
number  of  163,  and  from  9 members  of  the  staff,  and  a cer- 
tain nimn-ber  of  "carriers"  were  found  among  them;  they  were 
excluded  from  School. 

This  outbreak  was  preceded  by  the  occurrence  of  a number 
of  cases  of  Measles  in  the  Parish,  and  it  is  possible  that 
some  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  mistaken  for  Measles  and  so 
were  over-looked,  and  this  may  have  led  to  the  spread  of  the 
outbreak. 

In  the  third  quarter  11  cases  were  notified  in  eleven 
private  families  in  five  Pai’ishes.  Three  of  these  patients 
attended  the  Blean  Council  School;  the  last  case  notified 
in  connection  with  this  School  vias  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  on  the  8th  Au^gust,  and  this  was  the  end  of  the  out- 
break. 

Only  five  cases  were  notified  during  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year  and. these  occurred  in.  four  private  families  in 
three  Parishes. 
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Fifty-five  of  the  sixty-tv/o  cases  notified  were  re- 
moved to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  isolation  and  treat- 
ment. and  seven  wore  isols-ted  and  treated  eit  home. 

Visits  wero  paid  to  the  Schools  and  to  the  hom.es  of 
the  patients  who  were  isolated  at  home,  and  all  neces- 
sary steps  were  taken  to  deal  with  the  outbreaks  in  the 
way  of  disinfection,  etc.

Included  in  the  above  totals  are  5 cases  (2  Pulmonary 
and^5  Hon-Pulmionary)  which  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Medical  Oflicer  of  Health  through  the  Death  Returns.
